If you really want to affect 
the way money is spent in 
your school or district, you 
have to influence policy 
decisions—the plans and 
regulations that govern the 
schools, says a spokesman 
for the National Committee 
for Citizens in Education.

something for years doesn t 
mean it should 
not 
be 
reviewed 
and 
possibly 
changed—even 
eliminated. 
By changing policies, budget 
money may be used for other 
purposes or simply saved 
Here is an example of how 
a re-examination of district 
policy on driver education 
affected the budget and, of 
course, children The case is 
based on actual events. 
The district spent $30,000 
last year to offer driver 
education in the high school 
The $30,000 was spent mainly 
on two teachers and the 
operation of two cars owned

For non-washables, place on a 
paper towel with the stamped side up and rub with a 
cloth dipped in cleaning fluid. Rub with clean parts of 
the cloth until transfer disappears. I think the latter 
could also be tried on washable fabric.

These Days

DETROIT (U P I)-It used 
to be easy to tell the dif­ 
ference between a spartan 
foreign model and even the 
smallest American car 
And 
a 
chrome-laden 
luxury chariot from Detroit 
was easily distinguished 
from its expensive European 
counterparts 
The energy crisis and an 
exploding world m arket 
have blended those dif­ 
ferences 
Without 
looking at 
the 
nameplate, there are few 
motorists who can pick out 
the European Volkswagen 
Golf from its U S version, 
the Rabbit And Ford’s soon- 
to be introduced mini Fiesta 
no! only looks like the 
Rabbit, birt will be a multi- 
continent car 
Twenty 
years 
ago, 
American and European 
cars were distinct in size and 
concept and the Asian auto 
industry 
was 
relatively 
underdeveloped 
The automotive market 
has been on a long term 
upward movement in the 
United States and Canaria 
But 
since the mid 1960s. 
worldwide car sales growth 
has tar outstripped the U S 
and Canadian pace 
Auto smiles in the United 
States and Canada increased 
from 9 7 million cars in 1966 
to an estimated 11.5 million 
this year, a jump of less than 
20 per cent 
In the same 
decade, sales in other world 
m arkets have increased 
almost 80 per cent from 8 6 
million cars in 1966 to an 
estimated 15 I million this 
year 
"The European buyer 
wants the same tubings the 
U S 
buyer wants 
as 
stylish, dependable and 
useful a car as his budget 
allows.” said Philip Caid 
well, 
executive 
vice 
president for international 
automotive operations at the 
Ford Motor Co 
“But the high coat of fuel, 
generally shorter distances 
traveled and fewer freeways 
tend to move the European 
buyer otto smaller cars," he 
said 
The type of car most often 
used for transportation in 
the United States, sub 
compacts like the Ford Pinto 
or Chevrolet Vega, are 
generally considered family 
size cars in Europe and Asia. 
Caldwell likes to point out 
how the differences have 
been joined 
"Americans were the first 
in extensive use of comfort 
and 
convenience 
items 
associated with larger cars 
automatic transmissions, 
power steering, air con­ 
ditioning and the like.” he 
said 
"But the Europeans were 
first with the technology 
associated with smaller cars 
rack and pinion steering, 
front wheel drive and small 
overhead valve engines 
and now.” Caldwell said, 
“we have married the two 
concepts and are selling 
small cars with convenience 
items in both North America 
and overseas ” 
(>r.e recent development is 
the socalled “world car,” 
designed so it can be built 
and sold anywhere in the 
world 
Caldwell says the 
Fiesta, built in Germany and 
due* in the United States next 
spring, is a good example of 
k e e p i n g 
s u b s t a n t i a l 
development costs to a 
minimum 
That’s the logic General 
Motors used in bringing its 
"world car” to this country 
last fall Chevette sales may 
not be as strong as originally 
predicted, but it s a good 
example of relying on the 
use of common families of 
automobiles in worldwide 
markets 
“We see international cars 
becoming more and more a 
part of our product line,” 
CLM President Elliott 
M. 
Estes said recently. And, 
despite the small car sales 
slowdown, Estes said GM 
plans to continue emphasiz­ 
ing its small models 
“Although not as fast as 
before, we’re still going 
toward the smaller cars,” 
Estes said “There’s going to 
be a continuing energy 
problem and they’re the best 
answer.”
